Mr. Beaver says that the money did 
not belong to ! tho Parr-Moffett com­ 
pany, but that it was advanced to him 
personally by Beeler. 
He says that 
Beeler, while upon the stand during 
the preliminary hearing at Conners 
ville a week ago last Saturday, could 
not 
swear 
that 
he (Beaver) 
had 
swindled him. 
Mr. Beaver says that he shipped 
several car loads of stock to Indian­ 
apolis and that some of the animals 
were killed in a wreck at New Pales­ 
tine and others [died 
from various 
causes while standing in the stock 
yards while awaiting delivery. 
Bea^- 
er claims that the money was lost in 
fffTs 
manner ami 
not through any 
crookedness on his part. 
Mr. Beaver at his preliminary trial, 
was bound over to the circuit court 
in the sum ofj$500. 
Mr. Beaver says 
the Parr-Moffett, company made an 
effort to secure a change of venue to 
Marion county, but failed. 
Mr. Beav­ 
er intends to [fight the case against 
him to the bitter end. 
Several promi­ 
nent citizens in both Hush and Fay­ 
ette counties have promised to aid 
him financially. 
The trial willproba 
biy he heUl in October.

Beaver to defend him.

Washington. June 8.—Preliminary 
peace negotiations between 
Russia 
and Japan are generally believed to 
be under way. and it is conceded that 
President Roosevelt will in ail proba­ 
bility act not a* a mediator, but as 
“the friendly channel of communica­ 
tion.” 
There is as yet no official ad­ 
mission that Russia has accepted what 
Count Cassini *n his cablegram to 
Count LamsiorlT last week described 
as the ‘offer of good will of the pres­ 
ident,” although instructions to the 
embassador 
are 
believed 
to 
have 
reached here in a long cablegram 
which has been received at the Rus­ 
sian embassy. 
Al! that can be authoritatively said 
regarding this cablegram is that it 
concerned Count Cassini’s cablegram 
of last week. 
Immediately upon h.s return to his 
legation last night after a long con­ 
ference with the president, Mr. Taka- 
hira, the Japanese minister, began the 
preparation of a dispatch to his gov­ 
ernment upon which he was occupied 
until quite late. 
For the first time 
since the ann*hda.»on of the Russian 
fleet the minister did not feel at lib­ 
erty to comment upon any phase of 
the situation. 
“The situation is too delicate at 
this moment for me to say anything.” 
he remarked. 
‘‘When there is some­ 
thing definite, perhaps I may have 
something to say. Hut I do not expect 
anything definite for some days.” 
It can be stated that the president 
through Mr Takahira is endeavoring 
to get some definite Idea regarding 
Japan's peace terms. 
Mr. Takahira 
is giving him all the assistance that 
he can, but the most he can do is to 
inform his government of the presi­ 
dent’s wishes and to emphasize his 
personal conviction that the president 
can be trusted absolutely to guard 
Japan’s legitimate interests. 
Indeed, 
a fortunate phase of the present sit­ 
uation Is that both Mr. Takahira and 
Count Cassini are personally convinc­ 
ed of the president's absolute Impar­ 
tiality and sincerity of purpose in the 
delicate undertaking which he has 
shouldered.

Norwegian parliament has voted unan- tnred at the Dunn-Louiso factory at 
imously to dissolve the union which Eldorado, 
has existed for many years between 
Norway and Sweden. This action fol­ 
lowed the refusal of King Oscar to 
sanction the bill recently passed by 
the parliament providing for a sepa­ 
rate consular service »or Norway. 
A 
breach between the countries has been 
expected for a long time. 
The present government will tem­ 
porarily assume the rights which the 
king had heretofore. 
The parliament also sent a state­ 
ment to the king stating* that no ill 
will was entertained toward him, no­ 
tifying him of the action taken and 
asking the king to allow some prince 
of the Bernadotte house to assume the 
Norwegian crown. 
The belief is general that King Os­ 
car will yield and grant the demand. 
If he does agree and appoints a prince 
of the house of Bernadotte as request­ 
ed, it is thought possible that he will 
select Prince Gustave Adolphe, son of 
the Crown Prince Gustave, who is to 
be married to the Princess Margaret 
of Connaught on June IS. 
By doing 
this the two countries would again 
be united when Gustave mounts the 
throne in Sweden in succession to his 
father. 
The Popular Feeling, 
“Norway from today is a fully In­ 
dependent and sovereign state.” This 
is the text of the editorials in the 
Norwegian newspapers, and it reflects 
the spirit with which the people of 
Norway accept 
the action of the 
storthing when it proclaimed King Os­ 
car no longer king of Norway.

storthing will if necessary defend the 
step taken by force of arms, 
If a

should consent to occupy the throne 
of Norway he must give up all idea 
of succession to the Swedish throne.
